Artist Likes All Media

Steve Gross is a young artist who hasn't 


"found a medium yet that I don't like to 
work with." 


Yarn and cord are as much at his 


creative whim as ceramics and acrylics. 


"Art's really kind of what I like best 


about what I'm doing," declared the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Jeff Klintberg, 1621 
Kingston. 


A 9th-grader at Culler Jr. High School, 


Steve admits that it was art teacher Mrs. 
Verna Peterson who has given him the in- 
spiration to pursue the arts. 


"I take what we learn at school and use. 


it for myself," he confided. 


Weaving lately 


Weaving is what he's been working on 


lately. 


"You can use anything you pick up for 


looms," advised the versatile 14-year-old 
craftsman. 


He's got one piece currently going on 


an embroidery hoop loom with a curtain 
ring in the center and another on a 
plywood frame stapled together so it can 
be reused. 


Kite string wrapped around rows of 


nails on a wooden frame form the loom 
for Steve's first attempt at weaving a pic- 
ture transcribed from an old tee-shut 
design. 


"I like to work with earth tones," noted 


Steve who has woven old bark, reeds, and 


feathers right into his free-form designs. 


Used Dish Rack 


Rummaging through the garage, he 


found a piece of an old dish-rack which he 
wrapped with yarn and incorporated into 
his latest work. 


Sprawled out in a comfy bean-bag chair 


at home, Steve starts his hangings with no 
pattern or stitches in mind. "I just let it 
go and it gives me a pattern — it just 
works itself out," he said. 


Steve's knack with textiles has not gone 


unnoticed. Most of what he's done has 
been entered in local exhibits and one of 
his pieces still hangs in the public schools 
administration building "spotlight on 
art" exhibit. 


Won Junior Finalist 


And just last Feburary a textile design 


of Steve's won a junior finalist place in 
the Nebraska Scholastic Art Awards 
exhibit and was forwarded to New York 
for national competition. 


A member of the junior art guild, Steve 


was one of two dozen kids who went to 
the Year of the Arts four-day workshop at 
Grandpa's Woods in early June. 


There he learned, among other things, 


how to make an outdoor kiln by digging a 
pit for charcoal and wood, bricking 
around the back and tunneling it so the 
air can flow through. 


He hopes to fire some home-made 


ceramics in a similar type pit if he can 
talk his sister out of her old record player 
and rig it up as a potters wheel! 


Ervin Says Evidence 
Will Speak For Itself 


Washington (UPI) — Declaring it had 


set out evidence which "speaks for 
itself," the Senate Watergate Committee 
formally went out of business Friday. 


Chairman Sen. Sam J. Ervin, who 


dominated the hearings which entranced 
millions on television last summer, said 
the committee would draw no con- 
clusions about President Nixon's role in 
the scandal because of the House 
Judiciary Committee's impeachment in- 
quiry. 


"We just set forth the evidence," Ervin 


said at a news conference with three 
other committee Senators. "The evidence 
speaks for itself." 


"You know there are two ways to prove

Last Action 
To Slice Up 
Big Baloney 


Washington (UPI) - The 


Senate Watergate Committee's 
last official act Friday was 
slicing a 10-pound baloney. 


The baloney was presented to 


Chairman Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C., 
evidently as a response to White 
House charges this week that the 
committee's final report would 
be "wanned over baloney." 


Ervin held the batoney over 


his head for photpgrapbers, then 
handed it to chief counsel 
Samuel L. Dash, who cat it with 
a large knife. 


"It's my Job to select the 


evidence," said Dash, who 
passed the plate to reporters 
awaiting the release of the com- 
mittee's final report "Have 
some baloney," he said. 


way is to write under the picture, "This is 
a horse.'

The committee concluded its work with 


a 2,217-page, three-volume study which 
will be released Sunday. 


Most of the contents has already been 


leaked to the press, but the Senators in 
their final news conference gave some of 
their conslusions. With Ervin were Sens. 
Lowell P. Weicker, R-Conn., Daniel 
Inouye, D-Hawaii, and Joseph Montoya, 
D-N.M. 


They agreed the investigation provided 


no evidence to "refute" testimony by 
John W. Dean HI, Nixon's former counsel 
and now bis chief accuser. 


Ervin, lacing his remarks with Biblical 


and Roman quotations, said: 


"The lust for political power of the 


presidential aides who perpetrated 
Watergate on America blinded them to 
the laws of God as well as to the laws and 
ethics of man. I find corroboratkn for my 
conclusion that lust for political power 
produced Watergate... 


"The only sure antidote for future 


Watergates is understanding of fun- 
damental principles and intellectual and 
moral integrity in the men and women 
who achieve or are entrusted with 
governmental or political power." 


Ervin said the committee recommends 


creation of a new office of "public at- 
torney" to handle cases where public of- 
ficials are charged with wrongdoing. 


Among findings in the report cited by 


the senators were: 


— That Congress step up its watchdog 


responsibilities over government agen- 
cies, particularly the executive branch, 


— No evidence was received that the 


Republican National Committee or the 
Democratic National Committee were 
guilty of any wrongdoing in the 1972 
presidential campaign. 


— The purpose of the Watergate break- 


in was "to gain political intelligence.1' 
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Ehrlichman Guilty 


WASHINGTON (AP) - John 


D. Ehrlichman, once one of the 
ranking members of President 
Nixon's White House staff, was 
convicted Friday of conspiracy 
and perjury in the Ellsberg 
break-in case. 


Ehrlichman, 49, Nixon's chief 


domestic adviser until he 
resigned in April, 1973, amid 
rising Watergate scandals, said 
after the verdict he had doubted 
all along he could get a fair trial 
in Washington and said he would 
appeal. 


The verdict made Ehrlichman 


one of the most powerful 
government officials ever con- 
victed of a crime. Interior 
Secretary Albert B. Fall went to 
jail for a year in 1931 in the 
Teapot Dome scandals. 


Others of such high rank have 


been charged in the past but 
never convicted, including 
Nixon's former attorney general 
and re-election campaign 
manager, John N. Mitchell, and 
former commerce secretary and 
campaign fund-raiser Maurice 
Stans, who were acquitted by a 
jury in the Robert Vesco case in 
March.

Kleindienst pleaded guilty to a 
misdemeanor for his testimony 
in the ITT case but was given a 
Dryland 
Losses 
Expected

Nebraska's farmers who grow 


corn on dryland may have 
already lost half of their com 
crop, according to John Furrer, 
professor of agronomy (plant 
science) at the University of 
Nebraska. 


Furrer has just completed a 


tour of most of the dryland corn 
growing area of Nebraska and 
western Iowa which has been 
suffering from hot, dry weather 
for more than five weeks. 


"Even if it started raining 


tonight and rained for a week at 
least half of the corn will never 
make an ear. Most of it is a kind 
of grey-green color with many of 
the leaves completely dried out. 
Corn simply doesn't recover 
when it has gotten to this point,1" 
Furrer said. 


Could Use As Fodder 


Asked what farmers could do 


with the crop, he said "you 
might make it into fodder. I 
don't think it would make very 
good silage because it Is too low 
in carbohydrates. There is a real 
danger of high nitrates which 
can be fatal to cattle. It should 
be fed with some other feed 
rather than alone,'' he said. 


Furrer suggested it would be a 


good idea to run some nitrate 
tests on samples if possible 
before feeding it 


Soybean and milo fields on 


dryland are also hurting but not 
as bad as com. "There has been 
some yield loss but we can still 
get a fair crop if it rains very 
soon," he said. 


Only 45% of the state's corn 


crop is irrigated with fanners 
hard-pressed to get water to all 
the irrigated corn. 


Only a small portion of the 


milo and soybeans are irrigated. 


Rains Affect Wheat 


Ironically, wheat fanners in 


lie Potter area had to stop 
harvesting wheat Friday because 
of rains. "We nay try to put 
some wheat through the grain 
dryer this afternoon," reported 
Ray Davis, a Potter area wheat 
grower. 


Farmers who have irrigation 


systems will also probably get 
lower yields than they might 
have if it had rained and was 
cooler. 


"The corn plant just can't 


stand this kind of stress from 
heat and wind for this long 
period of time even if it is stan- 
ding in water. We might also see 
pollination problems because of 
beat damage to sift and the 
pollen in the tassels," suggested 
Howard Elm, executive 
secretary of the Nebraska Grain 
and Feed Dealers Association. 


Elm noted that farmers had 


aearly ceased selling wheat and 
other grains because of the dry 
weather.

This count carries a maximum 


prison sentence of 10 years. 
Ehrlichman also was convicted 
of three other counts, carrying a 
potential five years each, and 
was cleared of the fifth. 


This leaves Ehrlichman sub- 


ject to a possible total of 25 years 
sentence, although he is 
expected to receive somewhat 
less than that, when U.S. District 
Judge Gerhard Gesell passes 
sentence, set for July 31. The 
defendants remain free pending 
sentencing. 


Ehrlichman still faces trial in 


September in the Watergate 
cover-up case, along with 
Mitchell, former White House 
chief of staff H.R. Haldeman, 
former Asst. Atty. Gen. Robert 
Mardian and two others. 


Liddy, Barker and Martinez, 


who were convicted last year hi 
connection with the 1972 break- 
in at Democratic Party 


headquarters in Washington's 
Watergate complex, were 
charged only in the conspiracy 
count. 


Ehrlichman, however, also 


was convicted of one count of 
lying to the FBI and two counts 
of committing perjury before the 
Watergate grand jury. 


Outside the courthouse 


following 
the 
verdict, 


Ehrlichman said he had met 
with his lawyers and instructed 
them to prepare and file an 
appeal. 


In 
pretrial 
motions, 


Ehrlichman had asked the trial 
be moved to another city on 
grounds that Washington preoc- 
cupation with Watergate and the 
city's heavy black population 
and traditional support of the 
Democratic party would make a 
fair trial here impossible. 


The jury which convicted 


Ehrlichman contained nine 
blacks and three whites, roughly 
the racial balance of the 
Washington population. 


Word of the conviction 


reached President Nixon as he 
was en route to San Clemente on 
his plane, the Spirit of 76. 


None of the defendants or 


their friends or relatives showed

USDA Expert Sees 
No S pi rating Prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A top 


Agriculture Department 
economist said Friday he does 
not think retail food prices win 
soar the remainder of this year 
because of reduced harvest 
prospects for 1974 grain crops. 


Don Paarlberg, director of 


economics for the USDA, said he 
is sticking by an earlier predic- 
tion that consumer food prices 
are most likely to go up 12 per 
cent for aU of 1974. 


Paarlberg said the department 


will analyze new farm crop 
harvest information and will 
issue revised figures for retail 
food prices later. 


"I cannot say now, but I would 


be surprised if there is a major 
revision," Paarlberg told a news 
conference. 


However, Paarlberg said farm 


prices of cattle, hogs, broiler 


chickens, eggs, wheat and some 
other commodities have risen in 
recent weeks. Thus, he 
predicted, wholesale prices for 
those products in July will go up 
sharply. 


There was no estimate of 1974 


U.S. corn production, but the 
new report did show the harvest 
could range from a low of 5.9 
billion bushels to a high of 6.4 
billion. Earlier, a crop of 6.7 
billion bushels was projected by 
the department 


Paarlberg said that even if the 


corn harvest turned out to be 5-9 
billion, it still would be record 
large and provide enough grain 
to meet domestic and export 
demands as wefl as adding some 
to reserve supplies in the year 
ahead. 


W.A. Garner, a retired lift 
operator for the Government 
Printing Office, read the verdict.

accused of authorizing the

Liddy with directing it and 
Barker and Martinez with ac- 
tually breaking into Fielding's 
office and going through his 
files. 


Enrlichman was convicted of 


lying to FBI agents in an inter- 
view on March 1,1973, in which 
he said he had not seen any 
records of the White House's 
Pentagon Papers investigation 
for over a year. The government 
charged he had actually looked 
at them less than two months 
earlier and even removed some 
documents from the file. 


Two other counts on which 


Ehrlichman was convicted said 
he lied to a grand jury on May 
14, 1973, when he said he had 
learned only after the break-in 
that the White House plumbers 
unit carried out the operation, 
was working on a psychological 
profile of Ellsberg and that ef- 


forts had been made to obtain in- 
formation from Ellsberg and 
Fielding. 


The government produced a 


series of documents and 
witnesses which it said proved 
Ehrlichman had known about 
these things before the break-in. 
Ehrlichman had contended he 
had merely forgotten and was 
not lying. 


The jury cleared Enrlichman 


of a fifth count which charged 
that he lied to the same grand 
jury when he said former aide 
Egil Krogh had files on the 
plumbers unit but failed to men- 
tion himself or another ex-aide, 
David Young. 


In his charge to the jury, U.S. 


District Judge Gerhard Gesell 
said the break-in at Fielding's of- 
fice would have been illegal even 
if done for patriotism or the 
nation's safety, as defense 
lawyers had suggested. 


The judge told the six men and 


six women of the jury that the 
government does not have the 
right to cast aside the con- 
stitutional ban on unlawful 
search and seizure and violate 
every citizen's right "to be 
secure in their persons, houses, 
papers and effects." 


Slayer Sought 
In Aurora Area 
Aurora (AP) — State and 


county authorities heightened 
their efforts late Friday to find 
whoever shot and killed a service 
station attendant during a 
holdup south of here earlier in 
the day. 


Hamilton County Sheriff Bill 


Schultz said Lester Schmidt, 24, 
Hampton, died about 4:15 p.m. 
Friday. He was shot in the head 
three times during the robbery. 


Schultz said officials were 


looking for two different ve- 
hicles seen at the station during 
the time period in which the 
holdup occurred. 


The sheriff speculated that the 


incident occurred between 2:40 
a.m. and the time a state trooper 
arrived on the scene at 3:50 a.m. 


The trooper, Paul Harding, 


drove into the Phillips 66 station 
at the Interstate 80 Aurora 
interchange to get oil for his car. 


Harding said he got out of his 


car and opened the hood, but no 
one came out to help him so he 
walked into the station to in- 
vestigate. 


When Harding entered the sta- 


tion, he looked around, then 
heard a "gurgling" coming from 
the restroom. 


The trooper rushed into the 


restroom to find Schmidt, un- 
conscious, lying on his back on 
the floor, his mouth rapidly fill- 
ing with blood from the three 
gunshot wounds. 


Harding turned Schmidt on his 


side to drain the blood, then 
called for assistance. 


Schmidt was rushed to Aur- 


ora Memorial Hospital where 
he was listed in very critical con- 
dition until his death. A hospital 
spokesman said Schmidt never 
regained consciousness. 


Schultz said the station's 50- 


pound cash register was stolen. 


and that about $500 was miss- 
ing. 


Investigators searched road- 


side ditches in the area for pos- 
sible clues, and.even pressed a 
helicopter into service at mid- 
afternoon to aid the effort. 


Schultz said there were few 


leads in the case. 


Schmidt was the son of Mr. 


and Mrs. Elmer Schmidt of 
Hampton. 


The Hamilton County sheriff's 


office said the service t station 
where Schmidt was employed is 
operated by Gary Nuss of 
Aurora.

Negotiations were reported to 
have hit a snag Friday in efforts 
to end an armed standoff 
between policemen and two con- 
victs holding seven hostages at 
gunpoint in the U.S. District 
courthouse.

Thursday when one of 
the convicts produced a gun and 
he and a companion seized eight 
hostages in a basement 
cellblock.

Mayor Sam Schwartzkopf said 


Friday that the city will continue 
to study the possibility of con- 
verting Lincoln's tons of solid 
waste to burnable fuel. 


The mayor reitereated his 


acceptance of the Lincoln Elec- 
tric System's (LES)~ stand to 
phase out the operation of the K 
Street power plant in May, 1976. 


The mayor's statement was in 


apparent response to County" 
Board Chairman Bob Colin's 
letter earlier this week 
questioning that decision. 


Colin had pointed out that* a 


report from the Southeast 


Chapter of Professional 
Engineers calls for the conver- 
sion of solid waste to fuel at the 
K Street Plant. 


Schwartzkopf pointed out that 


a number of LES studies show 
that the plant is old and inef- 
ficient and that the city would 
have to invest sizeable sums of 
money to rebuild the plant for 
the burning of solid waste. 


Other Costs 


For instance, the mayor said it 


would cost: 


— $3 million for additional 


land to prepare for the handling 
of solid waste. 


— $3 million to install elec- 


trostatic precipitators to meet 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy standards. 


— $200,000 to modify the 


plant's boilers. 


Additionally the mayor said it 


would cost about $16 per ton to 
process the solid waste, while an 
equivalent amount of coal costs 
?8. It now costs about $1.25 per 
ton to operate the sanitary land- 
fill. 


Schwartzkopf also said the 


plant could only dispose of 20% 
of Lincolnites' average daily 
waste. 


$900 Spent To Support 
Trial Followers So Far 


More than $900 has been spent 


by the Lincoln Committee of 
Concerned People (LCCP) since 
collections began for support of 
Wounded Knee trial followers in 
Lincoln. 


The organization's first finan- 


cial report lists expenses of $920 
since May 15, according to the 
Rev. Robert Jeambey, LCCP 
general chairman. 


The group's balance Friday 


was about $600, according to the 
Rev. Mr. Jeambey. 


A major source of financial 


support has been local churches, 
he said. He added that seven 
churches have sent contributions 
so far, and pledges from 23 
others have been received. 


Contributions also have 


amounted to more than $2,000 in 
kind, he said. These include 
plumbing, bedding, furniture 
and cooking utensils, in addition 
to a $500 food gift from one 
church. 


Most donations should now be 


in cash, the Rev. Mr. Jeambey 
said. Emerging problems in- 
clude payment for utilities and 
transportation, the group's two 
biggest expenses. 


An application to the national 


Protestant Episcopal Church has 
been made for a 12-passenger 
van in an effort to solve some 
transportation problems, accor- 
ding to the Rev. Mr. Jeambey.

Population

Nebraska counties losing pop- 


ulation are losing physicians at 
about the same rate, according 
to the Nebraska Medical Assn. 


A report by the association's 


health planning committee said 
the entire state has about the 
same ratio of physicians to pop- 
ulation as it did 20 years ago. 


Census figures show that 70 


counties lost population from 
1950 to 1970, averaging 18%. The 
same counties showed a 19% 
decrease in their number of 
physicians. 


The state had an 11% popula- 


tion gain during the 20-year 
period and the number of prac- 
ticing physicians has increased 
by about the same percentage, 
officials said. 


Exon said article m, section 3 


of the Nebraska Constitution 
guarantees the right of referen- 
dum by petition on any act or 
part of an act of the legislature 
except for appropriations for the 
expense of the state government 
or an existing state institution. 


Exon said his Republican op- 


ponent, State Sen. Richard 
Marvel, "unbelievably ... was 
not even in favor of the people 
having the right to vote on the 
proposition."

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Pefersen Sow No Sign 
Nixon In On Cover-Up 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Asst. Atty. Gen. Henry 


E. Petersen told the House Judiciary Committee 
on Friday he never received any information in- 
dicating the President was involved in the 
Watergate cover-up. 


During a closed session of the committee's im- 


peachment inquiry, Petersen was asked by Rep. 
Charles Sandman, R-N.J., "Have you ever had 
any information that the President was wrongful- 
ly involved?" 


Sandman later told newsmen, "Petersen said 


he had no information or evidence the President 
was wrongfully involved." 


Rep. Don Edwards, D-Calif., confirmed Sand- 


man's version of the exchange and said, 
"Petersen is testifying pointblank that the Presi- 
dent didn't know about the cover-up " 


However, Rep. Hamilton Fish Jr., R-N.Y., 


noted that Petersen has not been "on top of the 
case" for more than one year. 


"He doesn't know what we know," said Fish, 


who noted Petersen had told the committee he 
had not read all of the edited White House 
transcripts and was unfamiliar with other 
developments in the case. 


Petersen, head of the criminal division in the 


Justice Department, supervised the initial in- 
vestigation of the Watergate break-in. 


He told the committee of a series of conver- 


sations he had with President Nixon in April 1973 
during which he briefed Nixon about the progress 
of the Watergate investigation. 


Petersen said he gave the President informa- 


tion about developments in the secret sessions of 
the Watergate grand jury but had been unaware 
that the President subsequently relayed what he 
said to aides. 


Fish said Petersen contended it was proper to 


tell the President what was happening before the 
grand jury. 


"The problem is to what use it is put," Fish 


quoted Petersen as telling the committee Then 
the New York Republican added: "Then 


Petersen passed the buck back to us and said 
that's for you gentlemen to decide." 


After the morning session, Rep. John 


Seiberling, R-Ohio, characterized Petersen's 
testimony as "dynamite" but did not elaborate. 


James D. St. Clair, President Nixon's defense 


lawyer, described Petersen's testimony as "very 
favorable" to the President. 


Asked if he could reconcile the different 


characterizations of the testimony, Albert Jenner, 
minority counsel for the impeachment inquiry, 
laughed and said, "That's what I'd call a Con- 
flict." He declined to give his own assessment. 


When St. Clair arrived for the start of the closed 


session, he was asked how he thought his defense 
was progressing and whether he thought the best 
chance for defeat of an impeachment resolution 
was on the House floor rather than in the com- 
mittee with its 21 to 17 Democratic majority. 


The White House lawyer commented that he'd 


be happy to have the committee reject an im- 
peachment resolution and then he added: 


"Politics being what they are it wouldn't be 


very knowledgeable on my part to be un- 
realistic." 


Asked if he was suggesting the committee 


would base its action on partisan political 
grounds, St. Clair replied, "Not at all. The im- 
peachment process is undeniably a political 
process and the Constitution envisioned it as 
such." 


Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. Warren told 


newsmen at the White House that the President 
agreed with St. Clair that the committee probably 
will vote impeachment. Warren said the Presi- 
dent believes, however, that the full House will 
reject impeachment 


But when the Judiciary Committee broke for 


lunch, St. Clair denied he has predicted what the 
committee would do. 


After St. Glair's statement, Warren retracted 


his statement, saying "I made a mistake."

Nixon OKs Stronger Congressional Control Of Pursestrings 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon signed on Friday a 
landmark budget-making reform 
bill giving Congress a tighter 
grasp on federal pursestrings 
and curbing his own power to 
impound money that legislators 
want spent 


"Fighting inflation is 


everybody's battle," Nixon said. 


The bill, creating new con- 


gressional machinery, provides 
reform of the legislative 
budgetary process in a bid to 
give lawmakers a more effective 
over-all gnp on federal budget 
and spending priorities. 


The last such attempt at 


reform, in 1946, failed — 
procedures were set up but 
never were implemented 
because of bickering in 
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Congress. That left the system 
of voting funds for government 
agencies in its presently 
fragmented condition. 


The new plan calls for two 


powerful budget committees — 
one in the House, the other in 
the Senate — supported by a 
congressional budget office and 
staffs of experts. The- 
government's fiscal year, 
currently starting July 1, would 
be moved to Oct. 1 starting in 
1976. 


After the President offers his 


spending proposals, the new 
committees would develop and 
Congress would pass, by May 15 
each year, a target resolution 
setting out total spending and a 
breakdown by major categories. 


This is expected to provide 


debate over priorities Separate 
money bills then could be 
passed, as at present, but all 
would be subject to review, and, 
by Sept. 15, Congress would 
adopt a second budget resolution 
— either calling for adjustments 
to meet the previously adopted 
ceilings, or changing the ceilings. 
The budget process would be 
completed by Sept. 25. 


The switch in the date for star- 


ting the new fiscal year, 
therefore, would mean that each 
year the government would start 
spending on an up-to-date basis 
instead of beginning — as it now 
does — in fiscal uncertainty with 
most appropriations still pen-

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Food Price Rise Predicted 


. . . Wholesale Index Increase Lowest In 8 Months 


Washington (UPI) - Herbert Stein, the 


President'! chief economic adviser, predicted 
Thursday that food prices would go up again this 
month after four months of decline and said infla- 
tion was still serious despite the lowest wholesale 
price increase in eight months. 


White House spokesman Gerald Warren, 


meanwhile, told reporters the nation's economy 
was "now beginning to expand slowly." But he 
said the 10% inflation rate remained the nation's 
No. 1 problem. 


Stein's forecast and Warren's comments 


followed a Labor Department report that the 
wholesale price index had risen by 0.5% in June. 


The overall wholesale price index for June 


stood at 155.7, the department said. This was 
14.5% higher than the figure for June 1973. 


"The economy is now beginning to expand 


slowly, recovering from the energy shortage," 
Warren said. 


Last month's wholesale price index increase 


was the smallest since last November's 0.4%. The 
slowed climb was attributed largely to continued 
declines during June in the cost of farm products 


and processed foods, which dropped by 3.4%. 


Industrial prices rose rapidly during the month, 


however, paced by metab which climbed 3.1%. 
Statistics showed that had farm prices gone up in- 
stead of down, the total wholesale price index for 
the month would have been much higher. 


"The June increase of industrial prices — 2.2% 


— was large and reveals the seriousness of the in- 
flation with which the nation is contending," 
Stein said. This increase pushed industrial prices 
29.9% higher than one year ago. 


Stein, chairman of the President's Council of 


Economic Advisers, also suggested that food 
prices would again rise in July. But he said the in- 
crease probably would be at a lesser pace than 
those of 1973. 


The gap between a consumer price increase of 


10.7% during the past year and the much sharper 
wholesale price growth over the same period, 
meanwhile, painted a bleak picture for con- 
sumers in months ahead since present wholesale 
prices usually are reflected in future consumer 
prices. 


Warren 'Classical American' 
Washington (UPI) - Former 


Chief Justice Earl Warren, 
eulogized as "the 
classical 


American," was buried with 
honors at Arlington National 
Cemetery Friday following ser- 
vices attended by some of the 
nation's top leaders. 


President Nixon was among 


those at Washington's National 
Cathedral, with its bright flag 
and soaring Gothic arches, 
during the funeral of the man 
who presided over the Supreme 
Court during the 16 years when 
it was shaping a new era of 
jurisprudence. 


Warren's body then was borne 


across the Potomac River for 
burial on a sunny knoll near the 
grave of former Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles. 


Rabbi Alvin Fine of San Fran- 


cisco, one of those presiding 
over services at the cathedral, 
said of Warren: 


"Human decency and 


kindness was so instinctive, 
honor and dignity so natural in 


him that there could be no un- 
guarded moments of indiscre- 
tion when he was anyone but the 
true Earl Warren . . . 


"In his political and judicial 


career, as well as in his personal 
life, Earl Warren was the 
classical American." 


His body was committed to 


burial to the words: "May the 
soul of Chief Justice Earl 
Warren rest in peace. We com- 
mit his body to the earth from 
which it came. May the Lord 
receive him " 


A U S Army detail fired three 


volleys. A bugler sounded Taps. 
The Army band played 
"America the Beautiful." 
Military pallbearers in blue 
folded the flag that draped the 
casket and gave it to Chief 
Justice Warren E Burger who 
presented it to Mrs. Warren. 


The justices then shook hands 


with members of the family and 
said some final words of sym- 
pathy to Mrs. Warren. 


Warren died of heart failure 


Tuesday at age 83. 


His flag-draped casket lay in 


state in the Supreme Court's 
Great Hall Thursday and Friday 
morning beside the black-draped 
chair Warren occupied until he 
retired in 1969. A steady stream 
of mourners — from prominent 
attorneys to youngsters in blue 
jeans — filed past it to pay their 
last respects. 


Warren's funeral brought 


together Nixon and the eight 
members of the Supreme Court 
who are now considering a 
Watergate case that may 
decisively affect his presidency.

Nixon Estate Payment Postponed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon has arranged a six- 
month postponement of his final 
mortgage payment on his San 
Clemente estate, officials said- 
Friday. 


Originally, a balloon payment 


of J226,660 was due Monday, 
along with $17,000 in interest. 


Under a new arrangement 


which officials said was being 
worked out Friday, the Presi- 
dent immediately will pay the in- 
terest, a small amount of the 
principal plus an "interest 
premium" for the right to ex- 
tend the final payment by six 
months 
The officials, who talked to a 


reporter as the President was 
flying toward the ocean-side 
home for a working vacation, 
said a similar extension also was 


being obtained by an investment 
company formed by two of the 
President's friends to help him 
buy the property. 


According to the arrangement 


worked out by his California 
lawyer and officials of Title In- 
surance & Trust, the new balloon 
payment on the mortgage would 
be due in mid-January, the of- 
ficials said. 


They said Nixon's mortgage 


interest rate of 7.5 per cent 
would remain unchanged This is 
something of a break for the 
President, since mortgage rates 
have risen to 9 per cent or more 
since he bought the property in 
1969. 


Dean S. Butler, the Los 


Angeles lawyer who has taken 
over the" bulk of Nixon's personal 
legal business worked out the 


arrangement through the trust 
company and representatives of 
the Cotton estate, the sellers of 
the property to Nixon and holder 
of the mortgage, the sources 
said. 
The President's savings ac- 


counts were virtually wiped out 
earlier this year when the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service assessed 
him for $432,787 in back taxes. 


An official familiar with 


Nixon's finances said the Presi- 
dent would be making the in- 
terest payment and partial prin- 
ciple payment from personal 
funds.

Science Grant Received

We are all familiar with 


civilized attitudes toward older 
people. Despite what some 
critics say, modern elders 
receive considerable attention 
and affection from society! in 
general. But what about less 
civilized cultures? 


"Primitive people generally 


treat those who-are old with 
warmth and kindness," says Dr. 
Leo W. Simmons in his book, 
"Role of the Aged in Primitive 
Society." 


It seems there was even an 


element of kindness in the 
bygone practice of certain 
Eskimo groups which aban- 
doned helpless elders in the 
snow or put them on ice floes. 
"Eskimos have always treated 
elders with respect," the author 
writes, ''but this did not prevent 
them from putting old folks out 
of the way when they became 
hopelessly ill and a burden to the 
group. 


"This act, when practiced, was 


usually in accord with the wishes 
of the older person himself, and 
was thought to be proof of devo- 
tion. Those who died in this 
manner were believed to receive 
special compensations, for in 
death they would be transported 
to the highest heaven. 


Dr. Simmons says that while 


primitive people are kind to 
their elders, they do not 
necessarily show them great 
respect and veneration unless 
they have some particular assets, 
such as extensive knowledge, 
seasoned experience, expert 
talents, power to work magic, 
exercise of priestly functions, or 


control of property rights. 


"In primitive life the family is 


the safest haven for the aged," 
continues Dr. Simmons. "Fami- 
ly ties are most intimate and 
long lasting, and the astute old 
man or woman has not in- 
frequently manipulated such 
bonds to personal advantage." 


Typifying the latter are many 


food taboos found in primitive 
societies, which have apparently 
been designed by elders to 
assure themselves a good food 
supply. Among many examples 
cited in the book are taboos 
practiced by the Arunta tribe of 
Australia where wild turkeys 
and their eggs must be reserved 
for the aged, with penalties of 
bad tempers for any young who 
eat them. 


Whatever the respect shown 


elders in primitive societies, we 
Americans can be mighty glad 
fate gave us a civilized setting for 
our mature years. Cir- 
cumstances for modern elders 
may not be perfect, but we enjoy 
a string of blessings and benefits 
far, beyond the imagination of 
elders in previous generations. 


Our good fortune is better 


realized when we consider that 
elders living just half a century 
ago knew nothing of Social 
Security, Medicare, antibiotics 
to conquer such killers as 
pneumonia and tuberculosis, 
retirement colonies, day centers, 
or a host of other programs 
designed to make old age 
something to be savored and an- 
ticipated.

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A Check On Nuclear Giveaway 


FREDERICK M. 
JONES 
They Had A Dream 


Concerned about the President's 


generosity on his recent trip to the world's 
powder keg, Congress has decided to look 
into U.S. laws concerning nuclear prolifera- 
tion. 


As a sweetheart's bouquet to Egypt 


and a sop to Israel, Nixon promised both 
countries that the U.S. would provide them 
with nuclear reactors for the generation of 
electrical power and perhaps other 
peaceful uses. There are adequate 
safeguards to prevent the nuclear devices 
from being turned into the ultimate 
weapon, the President said. 


Several observations can be made 


about Nixon's gift-giving, in addition to 
doubting the safety of safeguards. One, that 
sharing the nuclear wealth is good inter- 
national politics. Two, that nuclear- 
generated power is one of the waves of the 
future. And three, that Israel might already 
have a nuclear military capability and if it 
doesn't it has the know-how to put it 
together And it isn't too hard to imagine, 
in that case, that the Arab world could get 
its hands on the bomb, too. 


Notwithstanding the fact that non- 


proliferation is basically meaningless in 
that if a country that doesn't have a nuclear 


capability really wanted it, it could by 
some means achieve it, Congress wants to 
take a look at the restrictions on our 
capabilities of dispensing nuclear devices 
about the world. 


Under present law, the President need 


only transmit an agreement with his en- 
dorsement to the Congressional Joint 
Atomic Committee for a period of 30 days. 
The only way Congress could block an 
agreement such as that between the U.S. 
and Egypt would be to pass a bill in opposi- 
tion, which then could be vetoed. 


This week, the Senate voted un- 


animously to give Congress veto power 
over such agreements as Nixon's promise 
to give Egypt and Israel nuclear reactors. 
An identical bill is awaiting House action. 


Under this bill, such agreements could 


not go into effect if the Senate and House 
approved concurrent resolutions rejecting 
the proposals The resolutions would be 
binding on the president and could not be 
vetoed. 


We think the legislation is sensible, 


even considering the apparent ease with 
which nuclear technology spreads. A con- 
gressional check on presidential generosity 
in this dangerous field is in order. 


Downtown Revitalization 


Nothing really new was outlined to 


Lincoln business, government and civic 
leaders Thursday when Barton-Aschman 
consultants reviewed the $100 million plan 
for the public and private redevelopment 
of the downtown area. 


The approach now is to refine the ten- 


tative plans and get the multi-year project 
going, as emphasized by Downtown Ad- 
visory Committee (DAC) Chairman Dick 
White, who said the "real part of the down- 
town plan is its implementation." 


White also noted recent City Council 


zoning decisions, including the denial of 
three outlying regional shopping center 
applications, in declaring that down- 
towners have a unique opportunity to 
revitalize the central business district. But, 
he warned, and we think this is important, 


the small society 


businessmen would be foolish if they think 
those recent council decisions mean "we 
can sit back and do nothing." 


We couldn't agree more. In a way, the 


recent council decisions, whether they 
were intended that way or not, serve as a 
mandate for the revitalization of down- 
town. 


Since the time we were old enough to 


think about it, we have held the heartfelt 
conviction that Lincoln, Nebraska, is the 
most tranquil, nicest, most beautiful and 
liveable town on God's green earth. And 
our downtown is not in that bad a shape, 
either. 


But even paradise, we imagine, needs 


a little spiffying up now and then. And as 
White mentioned, the next step in the plan 
is implementation.

Test Of Section 1001 


WASHINGTON — The most 


tyrannous law on the statute 
books today is Section 1001 of Ti- 
tle 18 of the U S. Code, which 
makes it a crime for a person to 
lie to any federal official. (It is 
not a crime, of course, for a 
federal official to lie to any per- 
son ) 


While most civil libertarians 


have shyly averted their gazes, 
this newly 
discovered 


prosecutorial treasure has been 
used in many Watergate cases; 
at John Ehrlichman's trial, 
Judge Gerhard Gesell found Sec- 
tion 1001 so distasteful he said 
that if it is the only count upon 
which Ehriichman is convicted, 
the conviction would be set 
aside 


Under Section 1001, any 


citizen — not tinder oath, not in- 
formed of the danger — who as 
much as looks crosseyed at any 
petty federal bureaucrat or in- 
A estigator can be hauled before a 
grand jury and indicted for an 
offense that carries a jafl term of 
fhe jears. 


Since the best way to repeal a 


bad law is to insist on its equal 
application to aD those who 
break it let us consider a couple 
of recent probable violations of 
Section 1001 by eminent guar- 
dians of the pnbhc trust 


On March 10th of this year, a 


startling story was filed out of 
Cleveland by United Press Inter- 
national Reporter Pete Spudich: 
"No evidence was produced in 
the Senate Watergate beanngs to 
support impeachment of Presi- 
dent Nixon, Watergate Com- 
mittee Chairman Sen. Sam Er- 
vm, D-NC, said Sunday." The 
story was based on remarks 
made to several reporters after a 
s-peecb at Case Western Univer- 
«ty, in which Ervin agreed with 
Njxon that an impeachable 
offense had to be a federal 
rnme ft ft * 


\"o evidence to support im- 


peachment, according to Ervin? 
.Even in paraphrase, that was an 
important judgment, and the 
senator's surprising exoneration 
of the President was confirmed 
by another reporter present. 
Bud Weidenthal of the Cleveland 
Press, who wrote that Ervin 
"also said that he learned 
nothing during the long Senate 
investigation that indicated to 
him that Nixon had committed 
an impeacbable offense" 


When panic-stricken aides of 


Ervin pointed out to him the. 
cold-print accounts of what he 
had said in Cleveland, the 
senator realized the magnitude 
of his gaffe. Although the 
heavens would not have fallen if 
he had admitted a mistake, or 
that he had second thoughts 
about his statement he did what 
most politicians do to cover up a 
blunder: He claimed he never 
said it 


On the Senate Door, he toU 99 


federal officials: "I kereby 
categorically state that I dH M* 
make a«y $•€• statement..." 
But at least two experienced 
reporters, writing independent 
accounts of what he said, 
reported just the opposite. 
Somebody was »ot teQiag the 
truth. 


If the person not telling the 


truth were the only one of the 
three who had any motives for 
lying, then the august chairman 
of the Senate Watergate Com- 
mittee is in violation of Section 
1001 and should be prosecuted 


if ft * 


Another example: On Jane 27, 


House Judiciary Committee 
Chairman Peter Rodino told 
Jack Nelson and Paul Huston of. 
the Los Angeles Times, and Sam 
Donaldson of A.B.C., that be 
believed all 21 Democratic 
members of the committee 
would vote to recommend the 
President's impeachment 


Since that was a boneneaded 


thing for a man trying to strike 


an impartial pose to say, Chair- 
man Rodino's reaction when he 
read Nelson's story was predic- 
table. He took to the floor of the 
House of Representatives and 
did knowingly and wilfully say to 
434 federal o'fficials: "I want to 
state unequivocally and 
categorically that this statement 
is not true. There is no basis in 
fact for it, none whatsoever." 


If what Rodino says is true, 


three respected Washington 
newsmen are lying in their teeth 
and filing false reports to their 
readers and listeners. 


If the only one of the people 


involved who has a motive to lie 
has indeed deliberately misled 
Ms fellow federal officials, then 
he is in dear violation of Section 
1001, 18 U.S. Code, Maximum 
penalty five years and $10,000. 
(One might add that any 
member of the House aware of 
his alleged deliberate deceit who 
does not act upon it is guilty of 
misprison of a felony, bat that 
would be ridiculous)

Taken in by a kindly priest in 


Covington, Ky, Jones remained 


with him until he was 16, earning 
his keep by cooking and doing 
odd jobs around the rectory. 


In 1906, tbe youth took a job 


setting pins in a bowling alley 
and from that switched to a job 
as mechanic's helper in a Cincin- 
nati garage. 


He became garage foreman, 


then quit to work as chief 
mechanic on a 30,000-acre 
Minnesota farm. 


Jones served in France in 


World War I and after the war 
returned to the farm. As a hobby 
he designed racing cars which he 
raced on the dirt track circuit.

In the late '20s, his mechanical 


fame spread when he invented a 
series of devices to adapt silent 
movie projectors to talkies. His 
first device cost $100 and was 
superior to the $3,000 commer- 
cial model. 


Jones was hired by a movie 


supply firm in Minneapolis. A 
boast by his employer during a 


\ 


golf game with some friends ted 
to Jones' invention of the 
refrigeration system for trucks. 


OK of the me* la the fame 


was a tracker who had jut had a 
tnKkkNd of poultry spoil. Jones' 
employer said Us firm could 
develop a refrigeration system to 
avoid that kind of problem. His 
friend took him up on the offer. 


Jones.put together a refrigera- 


tion unit from junk parts and 
mounted it on the truck cab. It 
did the job. He and his employer 
then formed a company to 
manufacture the device. Jones 
became vice president. 


The unit was later used in the 


transportation of rocket fuel and 
frozen foods. Later Jones 
developed an air-conditioning 
unit for military field hospitals, a 
portable X-ray machine and 
refrigerator for military field 
kitchens. 


When he died in 1961, a total 


of some 60 patents had been 
issued in bis name.

Many citizens are utterly concerned 


and confused on the subject of the 
Wilderness Park, and rightfully they 
should be. Many people I have talked to 
have no idea what Wilderness Park is or 
where it is located. Wilderness Park is a 
narrow stop of wooded area running 
from south to north, following the route 
of Salt Creek, parallel to the west side of 
the City of Lincoln^ 


Wilderness Park is a wonderful place 


for those of us who enjoy the outdoor Me. 
Wilderness Park offers several fine picnic 
areas provided by the City Park and 
Recreation Department. It also provides 
an area where one can follow the trails on 
foot or horseback. If you enjoy having an 
early morning breakfast outdoors and do 
not mind fighting off the mosquitos or 
dodging the poison ivy, noxious weeds 
and cockleburs. If you enjoy seeing dead 
timber, wildlife, wild flowers (including 
the beautiful musk thistle), then you will 
enjoy Wilderness Park as I have. 


During the primary election in May of 


this year, one of the unsuccessful can- 
didates in his bid for election to the Coun- 
ty Board severely criticized members of 
the County Board and chose to make a 
political issue regarding the decision on 
the part of the majority of the County 
Board to approve the West Lincoln by- 
pass and its crossing of the Wilderness 
Park, and the trading of land with the 
Nebraska State Department of Roads. 
During his campaign, this candidate dis- 
tributed leaflets informing the citizens 
that the decision made by the majority of 
the County Board to allow the crossing of 
the Wilderness Park would effectively 
destroy the unique wilderness quality of 
the entire park, and existing wildlife 
would be forced to leave the par! area. 


Soon after the election 
"The 


Wilderness Park Preservation Com- 
mittee" was formed. This committee has, 
in addition to distributing the same 
printed campaign leaflets, cirulated 
petitions for signatures requesting the 
County Board, the mayor and the City 
Council to reverse their decision in ap- 
proving the crossing of the Wilderness 


Park by the West Lincoln by-pass and the 
exchange of land. 


What most citizens do not know (and 


this obviously includes the members of 
The Wilderness Park Preservation Com- 
mittee), the original intent and thought 
behind Wilderness Park was not as a park 
but for flood control purposes. Those of 
us who have lived in Lancaster County for 
many more years than we care to admit 
remember well how the old Salt Creek 
used to flood and during its rampage 
caused thousands of dollars in damages to 
properties in the immediate area. Thanks 
to foresight on the part of many con- 
cerned citizens, the building of the 
beautiful lakes in Lancaster County have 
hopefully prevented future flooding in 
this area. However, realizing, as remote 
as it might be, flooding could become a 
reality again, it was then decided that the 
county should purchase property 
bordering Salt Creek to prevent further 
development in the flood plain area. To 
qualify for federal funds to help purchase 
this land, it was a federal requirement 
that the purchased land be classed as 
park land. The naming of Salt Creek and 
its bordering land as Wilderness Park was 
undoubtedly a mistake. 


I am sure if the chosen name had been 


"Salt Creek Slough Park", we would not 
have had the controversy we have today. 
Everyone, including the opponents, seem 
to agree that the presently named 
Wilderness Park is not a true wilderness. 
It is however, the closest thing to a 
wilderness that we have in the immediate 
area and we do want to preserve it as 
much as possible. 


The decision on the part of the majority 


of the County Board to approve the 
crossing of the Wilderness Park by the 
West Lincoln by-pass and the exchange of 
land with the State Department of Roads 
was not a snap decision made without a 
great deal of thought. The County Board 
attended countless meetings with those 
who possess expertise in the fields of en- 
vironmental degradation, wildlife preser- 
vation, and damaging ecological impact 
The County Board attended the several 
public heatings before making their deci- 
sion to approve the Wilderness Park 
project. During one of the many 


meetings,' the director of the City Park 
and Recreation Department pointed out 
to the County Board that from a 
professional standpoint, it was wrong to 
encroach upon any park land, and if his 
department looked at the picture strictly 
from the park and open space standpoint, 
they would have to say "no" to the west 
by-pass. However, the park director 
stated that park planners and designers 
must consider many factors and their 
relationship to the total population of any 
one area, the use or users of the land, the 
economic impact of the program, animal 
and bird life, water and its use, 
landscaping, renovation or preservation, 
encroachments and their impacts on the 
area and surrounding areas and people, 
environmental controls and many more. 


The Nebraska Game and Parks Com- 


mission has assured the County Board 
that Alternative "G" Crossing of the 
Wilderness Park would not be one of 
significance to wildlife, and would have 
the least potential for environmental 
degradation. 


The Nebraska State Department of 


Roads has also assured the County Board 
that all bridges crossing the Wilderness 
Park will have mayinmrn aesthetic com- 
patibility and will allow both pedestrian 
and wildlife passage under the structures. 


Since the recent controversy over the 


crossing of the Wilderness Park by the 
Lincoln by-pass, with the help of the city- 
county planning director, I have made a 
complete review of the official records 
covering all public hearings and other ac- 
tions related to the selection of the 
highway corridor in question. Nowhere in 
the official proceedings of the County 
Board, City Council or the <ity-County 
Planning Commission are there any of 
what could be considered viable alter- 
native proposals made by those in opposi- 
tion during the State Department of 
Roads public hearing on January 3,1972. 
We could find no record of anyone's 
objecting to the crossing of Wilderness 
Park. On December 18,1973, the majority 
of the County Board agreed to cooperate 
with the State Department of Roads in 
land exchange required for the alter- 
native selected. There was some opposi- 
tion during this meeting, but again, the 


records show no offering of alternative 
solutions, or documented evidence of 
adverse environmental impact. The 
majority of the County Board based their 
decision of what they considered to be in 
the best interest of the majority of the 
citizens in Lancaster County, and not for 
the benefit of'a selected few as was being 
requested. 


In the absence of what the County 


Board would consider a better alternative 
or documented evidence given of 
damaging ecological impact, I am sure 
the County Board's decision will remain 
unchanged. However, if further informa- 
tion relating to documented potential 
adverse impacts and viable (in terms of 
all impacts, costs and benefits) alternates 
were offered, the County Board would 
certainly entertain presentation of this in- 
formation. It has been pointed out many 
times that the West Lincoln by-pass is a 
part of the "big picture". The Lincoln by- 
passes are a very important part of the 
proposed state expressway from 
Beatrice, Nebraska, to South Sioux City, 
Nebraska, and not just a high speed road 
for local traffic. 


Several days ago, while discussing the 


Wilderness Park area with Mr. Donald 
Smith, director of the City of Lincoln 
Department of Parks and Recreation, 
Mr. Smith informed me that his 
department's designing, programming 
and budgeting at the present time allow 
no mechanized equipment other than 
maintenance vehicles in the confines of 
Wilderness Park and this holds true for 
the future. Mr. Smith also told me that if 
present policies are continued in the 
future, Wilderness Park should remain 
pretty much as it is today, except for the 
areas that were farmed in the past Mr. 
Smith also stated that present policies 
and programming call for these areas to 
revert back to their original beginning. 
Authorities have estimated the time for 
this to happen at anywhere from one hun- 
dred to two hundred years. So under the 
master plan, Wilderness Park should 
become more of a wilderness in the 
future. 


Wilderness Park will be available to the 


citizens of Lancaster County for many 
years to come, and will not be destroyed 
by the Lincoln West by-pass.

Carrier Head 
Says Drivers 
Resting Less

Jim Preston of Lincoln, 


managing director of the 
Nebraska Motor Carriers 
Association, says truck driven 
are spending less time in rest 
areas and truck stops because of 
the federally imposed 55 mile 
per hour speed limit. 


Preston said the federal 


maximums are particularly dif- 
ficult for the bucking industry to 
contend with. 


At the lower speeds, Preston 


said the truckers have trouble 
making the tops of hills, and the 
longer hills cannot be peaked 
without backing up traffic. 


Preston said those making a 


living at trucking are probably 
not losing a lot of money, but he 
added they are not malting the 
same profits they used to. 


Making Up Losses 


He said the profit losses are 


being made up by drivers "spen- 
ding less time in rest areas and 
truck stops." 


Preston said the limits are not 


being strictly enforced. 


"This is readily apparent on 


the highways. The public seems 
to set its own limit," Preston 
said. 


Preston added that in his 


travels, he estimated most 
drivers were averaging in the 
lower 60s. 


Preston also said authorities 


have difficulties enforcing the 
new limits because the majority 
of the people are ignoring them. 


'Like To See 60' 


"We should possibly remain at 


a lower level than the preshor- 
tage days, but we (the truckers) 
would like to see it around a 60 
level," Preston said. 


However, Preston noted that 


the truckers would never favor 
going back to the old 75 m.p.h. 
limits on the interstates. 


Highway fatalities have 


dropped since the inception of 
the lower speed limits, but 
Preston said he did not attribute 
the entire drop in the death rate 
to the lower speeds. He said part 
of the trend might be attributed 
to the increasing effectiveness of 
-the National Safety Council cam1 
paigns.

New York (AP) - The stock 


market scored one of its 
strongest gains on record Friday, 
in a dramatic turnaround from 
its recent sharp decline. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 


industrials surged 27.61 points to 
787.23, its biggest advance since 
May 24 of last year and its sixth • 
largest ever. 


Gainers outnumbered losers 


by one of the widest margins in 
recent memory on the New York 
Stock Exchange —1,364 to 192 
among the 1,818 issues traded. 


The Big Board's composite in- 


dex posted an equally emphatic 
1.74 rise to' 43.36. Investors, 
starved for encouragement for 
several weeks, suddenly found 
themselves confronted with a 
steady stream of favorable news. 


"After the declines we have 


had in the last few weeks, the 
market was ready for an 
explosive rally," said Robert 
Stovall at Reynolds Securities. 


"Just one bit of good news 


might have been enough, but in- 
stead we had five or six." 


Analysts' list of encouraging 


developments included: 


— Weekly banking figures 


released by the Federal Reserve 
after Thursday's close, showing 
the smallest increase in loan de- 
mand in five weeks. 


— The decision Friday mor- 


ning by New York's First 
National City Bank to hold its 
prime lending rate unchanged at 
12 per cent, although its formula 
for computing the key rate 
called for an increase to 12Vz. 


— Citibank economists' 


prediction that the rate of infla- 
tion would ease to 6 per cent by 
yearehd. 


— The government's report 


that wholesale prices rose in 
June at their slowest rate in nine 
months. 


— IBM's report of second- 


quarter earnings, a 34 per cent 
gain that exceeded many 
analysts' expectations. 


IBM shares soared 16V4 points 


to 215, leading a broad rally in 
glamour issues. Digital Equip- 
ment was up 6% at lOPA; 
Burroughs, 5 at 93%; Upjohn, 
4V4 at 77V4; Texas Instruments, 
5Vs to 89¥4; and Xerox 5% to 
107V4. 


Halliburton climbed 6Vs to 


138V4 in a strong rise among oil 
service issues. 


Among other strong per-

'Relaxed' Bahensky 
Wins Criy Golf

It was a relaxed Dan Bahensky 


who stepped to the first tee at 
the Lincoln Country Club for the 
final round of the Men's City 
Golf Championship. He held a 
seven-stroke lead over Steve 
Harris and, unless the gods dic- 
tated otherwise, knew that he 
would win the crown. 


The dreaded "halls" of the 


Country Club where the fairways 
are heavily towering cot- 
tonwoods, evergreens and Rus- 
sian olives, took their toll, as 
Bahensky played two-under par 
to win the tournament by 14 
strokes over Steve Harris and 
Doug Smith, finishing in a tie for 
second. Harris won the playoff 
for runnerup honors on the first 
extra hole. 


But it wasn't until the No. 16 


that he found out he had a shot 
at the tournament record of 282 
set by Larry Romjue — five- 
under-par. He was four-under at 
the time. 


He lipped out a putt on the 


16th then dropped in a curling 
25-footer on No. 17 to tie the 
record. On his next-to-last putt 
on No. 18, he left the ball one 


*inch from the cup — the 


difference that would have 
broken the record. 


With one brief exception — 


the second day at Pioneers, 
Bahensky had led the field. But, 
oddly enough, even though he 
shot his worse score on that 
course, he claims he was hitting 
the ball the best during that 
round. 


"I wasn't scoring," he 


amended, "but I think I was 
striking the ball the best on that 
round. The rest of the time, I've 
been having a little trouble. 


"No, I didn't'know I was that 


close to the tournament record 
until Rick Reynolds told me on 
No. 16," he said. "After I knew 
that, I started bearing down on 
my putts a little more." 


Bahensky gave it one more 


ride on No. 18 when he played a 
gamble and hit his approach shot 
right at the pin tucked neatly in a 
bottleneck right behind a sand- 
trap. He left himself with about 
a 12-foot putt, but missed that 
and had to settle for a par on 
that hole. 


"I completely misread that 


shot," Bahensky, who won the 
title in 1972, said. "I played the 
shot just the way I wanted to, 
but the ball crossed in front of 
the cup. I read for a three-inch 
break and it broke about five in- 
ches. 


"I played the approach 


right for that .lie also," he said. 
"I choked down about an inch on 
my shaft and swung to about 11 
o'clock on my backswing, con- 
centrating on an area about the 
size of a washtub 80 yards away. 
That would give me enough 
room for it to run to the pin. 


"I just missed the spot 


because I didn't hit the ball quite 
hard enough," he explained. "A 
little harder and it might have 
carried." 


Larry Rowan fired a six-over 


78 in the senior division to win 
that title with a 309 total and 
snap Ed Smith's bid for a repeat 
win. Smith finished second with 
a 77 for a 312 while Curly 
Piontek was third at 318.

Opsfe/n Eyes Sweep VV/ffi Destroyer In Finale

Omaha — Ken Opstein is persistent. 
Denied by a slim nose margin last year in 


his bid to sweep Ak-Sar-Ben's two major races 
for 3-year-olds, the South Sioux City life in- 
surance executive tries again for that elusive 
double triumph. 


He has his colt, Destroyer, entered for the 


?50,000-added President's Cup here Saturday at 
Ak-Sar-Ben as the most successful meet in the 
track's history concludes its 55-day run. 


Destroyer prevailed in the $80,150 Omaha 


Gold Cup Stakes here two weeks ago, downing 
Chicago invader Sharp Gary by a neck in that 
mile and one-sixteenth race. That was the first 
of the two major stakes races at Ak-Sar-Ben for 
sophomore runners. 


Only four horses have previously swept 


major Omaha races, so the Opstein runner will 
join some exclusive company if he can defeat 10 
foes in Saturday's mile and one-eighth 
President's Cup. 


R. D. and C. M. Beren's Single Needle won 


the Comhusker and Governors' Handicaps in 
1967 (the major races for older horses) and the 


M. H. Van Berg Stable and Joe Adcock's Joey 
Bob performed an identical feat in 1972. 


Bart Ford's Foreip Comet won the Omaha 


and President's Cups in 1968 and the M. H. Van 
Berg Stable's Joey Bob did the same in 1972. 


It appeared as if Opstein might score his 


sweep last year with Royal Knight. That stan- 
dout won the Gold Cup by three lengths, then as 
the top-weighted (129 pounds) 4-5 favorite on 
closing day last year, he lost by only a nose to 
Crimson Falcon in his attempt to gain the 
President's Cup. 


So Opstein can't help but maintain an aura 


of cautiousness in his effort to win sweep the 3- 
year-old's major Omaha contests. 


Can Destroyer handle his top-weight assign- 


ment of 127 pounds? 


"Sure he can, he's big enough to carry me," 


joked handicapper-racing secretary John 
Maluvius, who made the weight assignments. 


Destroyer, however, must concede from 


nine to 18 pounds to his 10 rivals, including a 
three-horse Shinrone-Farm-owned and Jack 
Van Berg-trained entry. 


If the track is fast (Destroyer can't handle 


an off-track), then he undoubtedly will rule the 
favorite. 


A winner of $139,432 this year on two 


triumphs and three thirds in 11 outings, 
Destroyer will again be ridden by nationally- 
known jockey Milo Valenzuela, who has 
handled the son of Vitriolic in his last six races 
this year. 


He rode him to a win in the $130,200 Santa 


Anita Derby, a sixth in the Kentucky Derby, an 
eleventh in the Preakness and his win in the 
Gold Cup. 


Second top-weight is the Diamond Stable 


Ltd's Port of the Sea, who finished third in the 
Gold Cup — beaten four lengths by Destroyer 
and Sharp Gary. He will carry 118 pounds, in- 
cluding familiar rider Gary DeJong. 


The gelding has scored one victory and 


three thirds this year in six appearances. 


Two Chicago invaders and one-third of the 


Shinrone Farm's trio comprise the next two 
weight assignments. 


J. M. Gerbas and R. E. Schleicher's 


Holding Pattern, one of the country's top 2- 
year-olds last season, will tote 117 pounds. He 
earned $100,000 last season, but has only started 
twice this season, capturing an allowance race 
before finishing sixth in the Secretariat Stakes 
at Arlington Park. 


Sharing 116 pounds will be Shinrone Farm's 


Rambunctious Road and the Hasty House 


• Farm's Hasty Flyer, a Chicago invader. 


Rambunctious has won two Omaha stakes 


this season — the Breeder's Sprint Stakes over 
6-furlongs on June 1 and the mile and 70-yard 
Marion Van Berg Stakes on July 4. 


Hasty Flyer has earned more than $100,000 


in his career. 


The other entrants in the Van Berg-trained 


trio are Operating, a filly who won the 4-H Han- 
dicap here on June 15 over a mile and 70-yards 
and Joni's Dancer, who probably will be the 
pacesetter as she tries for her fifth consecutive 
victory. 


Operating will carry 113 pounds, including 


Dan Whited while Joni's Dancer gets in with co- 
low-weight of 109. No rider was listed. 


Other entrants and their weights include M. 


Boneau's Stapleton's Pet, 113 and John Lively; 
Paul Jones1 Foreign Intent, 112 and Fred 
Ecoffey; K. Simon's Ogan, 110 and Rodolfo 
Calderon and Robert CoMn's Rosedale Boy, 109 
and L. J. Durousseau.

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New Negotiations Fail 
To Produce Progress 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Ne- 


gotiators for striking National 
Football League players and the 
league's 26 teams met for seven 
hours with federal mediators 
Friday and failed to make any 
particular progress toward 
resolving their very wide dis- 
pute, officials said. 


Federal mediator James 


Scearce said no date was set for 
resumption of the talks, which 
are designed to end the 12-day 
strike by the NFL Players' 
Association, the 1,200-member 
union of veteran players. 


But Scearce, who said no par- 


ticular progress was made, said 
he was "encouraged by the con- 
structive attitude on both sides/7 
He said he asked both parties to 
"reconsider and re-evaluate 
their positions." 


Scearce said he was reas- 


sessing the negotiations and 
would be in contact with the 
owners and the players early 
next week in hopes of reconven- 


ing the negotiations. 


Ed Garvey, executive director 


of the players' union, which has 
pledged to wipe out the NFL 
exhibition season if its walkout is 
not resolved, said he concurred 
in Scearce's statement and 
characterized .the day-long ses- 
sion as "no progress." 


John Thompson, executive di-

a veteran college biology teacher 
give up her position to take a job 
as a rural mailwoman?

She is fulfilling a lifelong 
hankering for a mail route of her 
own to make the most of her 
love for the outdoors.

had had in the back of her mind 


since she was a college student 
herself. 


Wanted Own Route 


She sometimes made the 


rounds with a cousin who was a 
mail carrier near Stella, she said, 
and always carried the notion 
that she would like to have a 
route of her own. 


This year, she signed a four- 


year contract with Uncle Sam to 
take over an 82-mile route south 
of here through the Pine Ridge 
country winding along such 
colorful trails as Deadhorse 
Road. 


There will be 250 patrons on 


the route, which amounts to a lot 
of new names to memorize. 


"I'm sure I'll be earning my 


money," said Miss Gates. "But I 
wanted to be outdoors more and 
try something new." 


She does not plan to abandon 


any of her interests in biology, 
however. 


Consultation Available 


She said she wanted to be con- 


sulted by other science teachers, 
and plans to continue writing a 
nature column for the Chadron 
Weekly Record.

Water Use Down 


Unlike electricity, a sharp 


dropoff occurred in water con- 
sumption in Lincoln Friday, ac- 
cording to Mayor Sam 
Schwartzkopf. Thursday's total 
was 89,947,000 gallons, while 
Friday's would be "a slightly 
larger amount" than 60.5 million 
gallons, Schwartzkopf estimated.

Fund Earmarked For Free Tuitions 


Omaha {AP) — The Nebraska State 


College Board of Trustees Friday ended a 
two-month standoff over the use of $360,- 
WO in student aid. 


On a 4-3 vote, the board decided to use 


the entire amount for tuition waivers. 


During the board's two previous 


meetings, efforts to resolve the issue 
ended in 3-3 deadlocks. 


The money in question was ap- 


propriated by the 1974 legislature, which 


directed that the funds budgeted for the 
coming school year be used for tuition 
reductions and waivers. 


One group of board members wanted 


to make use of the money as a way of 
lowering tuitions for all state college stu- 
dents by 50 cents per credit hour. The 
current charge is $15.50 per credit hour. 


In addition to the lowering of all 


tuitions, that group felt there would be 
enough of the money left over to allow 


326 deserving students to attend college 
tuition-free. 


Another group of board members 


suggested that all the money be given to 
the deserving students. 


Friday, the board scrapped the 50-cent 


redaction plan, and earmarked the entire 
appropriation for tuition waivers. The 
•waivers wiD be issued at the discretion of 
flje presidents of each of the four state 
coBeges.

people could afford the loans at 
the higher rates. They also 
questioned whether with con- 
tinually raising interest rates a 
new ceiling would again be too 
low within a few months. 


Bill Failed 


It was also noted that a bill, 


LB851, was introduced to raise 
the 9% usury ceiling during the 
last session of the Legislature. 
That bill failed to attract suf- 
ficient support. 


Quinlan said, however, his in- 


formation indicates there would 
be an "adequate market" for 
higher interest loans. 


Barnett said a special session 


to raise the ceiling would "make 
a lot of people happy."

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Treofy Defense Terms 
Discussion Underway

Discussions were underway 


Friday on the terms under which 
the Treaty of 1868 would be 
heard in Wounded Knee cases, 
with a six-week summer recess 
for preparation of the treaty 
defense appearing possible. 


Defense attorneys Clyde Hen- 


ning and Robert Heeney said an 
arrangement was being con- 
sidered under which the treaty 
defense would be heard once, 
with U.S. District Judge Warren 
K. Urbom's ruling to be binding 
on the case of all 117 defendants 
in Wounded Knee cases. 


The treaty ruling, according to 


John Thomas of the Wounded 
Knee Defense-Offense Com- 
mittee, "will affect every Indian 
in the Western Hemisphere." 


"The treaty is our blood and 


our lifeline," Thomas said. "The 
government was dealing with 
the Indian people as'a nation. 


"If we have no treaty rights 


then the people in this country 
have no constitutional rights. 
The treaty is on an equal par 
with the Constitution. 


"This is what Wounded Knee 


was all about. We declared 
ourselves an independent Oglala 
Sioux nation. We want the 
government to recognize our 
sovereignty." 


It appeared probable that trea- 


ty defense would be used in the 
trial involving Gregorio 
Jaramillo and Michael Sturde- 
vant unless Judge Urbom would 
grant a motion to acquit the two 
men after the prosecution 
finishes its case.

concerned whether the treaty 
would be heard once, with Judge 
Urbom's decision binding on all 
117 Wounded Knee defendants, 
or whether the treaty defense 
would be heard repeatedly in in- 
dividual cases. 


An agreement that the treaty 


would be heard only once ap- 
parently will require the agree- 
ment of all 117 defendants, the 
prosecution and Judge Urbom. 


Thomas said that as many as 


100 to 200 defense witnesses may 
be called in the treaty defense. 
Those witnesses would include 
traditional Indian leaders, holy 
men, historians such as Dee 
Brown and Vine DeLoria and 
international treaty experts. 


A major element in the treaty 


defense appears to be that the 
Pine Ridge Reservation, in- 
cluding Wounded Knee, should 
be considered a separate nation, 
raising an issue whether federal 
officials had any right to be 
there.

at Ak-Sar-Ben. 


"I'd rather the horse was 5-1 


or 6-1 then like that because 
that's when they don't win," he 
said. "If things go like I think 
they will, I'll bring my whole 
stable (10-12 horses) here next 
year. Hell yes, he's the best one I 
have." 


Ridden by Burl McBride, 


Bootlegger's Pet justified his 6-5 
backing by the crowd of 15,834. 
He broke on top and then let 
Ken Opstein's Indian assume a 
two-length lead down the 
backstretch. 


That's when McBride went to 


work. He began urging 
Bootlegger's Pet to the front 
around the turn for home and hit 
him ever so gently with the whip 
a few times down the stretch run 
of the mile and l/16th chase. 


He quickly pulled away from 


his four foes and was all alone at 
the wire. 


Tom Sisson was riding 


Bootlegger in a race at Oaklawn 
Park in February, when he was 
involved in clipping another 
horse's heels. Sisson fell and the 
horse stepped on the rider and 
cracked his heelbone. 


"Burl and him were real good 


friends and we rode together in 
the ambulance to the hospital" 
Patrick said. "That's when I first 
met him. I'll say it's been a good 
meeting for us. I've won almost 
$45,000 on the two rides that 
Burl has given Bootlegger's 
Pet." 


For Bootlegger's Pet, it added 


814,359.55 to his 1974 bankroll 
that now shows $92,759 on five 
triumphs, two seconds and one 
third in 15 outings. 


In running a 1:41 timing (the 


fastest mile-70-yard clocking 
here this season), Bootlegger's 
Pet returned $4.40, $3.20 and 
$2.20. C. E. Johnson and Bennet 
Radaziner's Ben's Whiz placed 
for $4.00 and $2.60. The Shinrone 
Farm's Dr. Pantano, a nose 
behind Ben's Whiz and only a 
neck ahead of Mrs. W. F. 
Frazee's High Rover, showed for 
$2.40.
